I is a type of citizen who devoutly and 


sincerely insists upon American' isolation, 


not not as a fact-but as a condition that can and 
ought to be maintained. 
He has forgotten al- 


ready, if he ever learned, the meaning to the 
United States of the world war. Despite this tre- 
mendous demonstration 
that the time has 


changed, that the close inter-relationship of 
modern civilization makes every part of the 
tjlobe where civilization penetrates willy-nilly a 
member of the world community and subject to 
the influences which affect it, his mind remains 
closed on the subject. Like the tenets of a re- 
ligion imbibed in tender years the doctrine of 
American separation which was unchallenged 
in the days of his youth, when he was receiving 
his basic impressions, remains unshaken by as- 
saults of later years. Even the unavoidable par- 
ticipation of the United States in a European war 
fails to let new light through the barrier of this 
settled idea. His impression of the war, in- 
dicated by his reaction to proposals for a league 
of nations, is that of an accidental phenomenon, 
which happened without causation by any natur- 
al secfuence of affairs, and which cannot conceiv- 
ably happen again. 


Fortunately, men of this type are not a ma- 


jority of the people of the United States. - At 
least thai is the opinion of the perspicacious 
politicians of both national parties, as shown by 
the position which they assume upon the gen- 
eral proposition of a league of nations. These 
men, whose sensitive ears are continually alert 
io cateh the slightest indication of majority opin- 
ion, may be strong in opposition to the covenant 
of Versailles. But on the principal of American 
participation in the councils of civilization they 
are agreed except for one or two individuals. 
Senator Hardin's position expresses thef attitude 
of an overwhelming majority of the public men 
Tvho bitterly opposed the league as organized at 
Paris. The difference between parties and can-. 
didatos on the league of nations issue is a dif- 
ference almost wholly of detail, where it is not 
simply a false issue of political strategy. 


Conviction of the necessity for some or- 


ganization of nations to prevent war is one 
of the products of a world outlook that was 
born in America by the world war. Before 
Hie war the league proposal was a _vague 
dream of visionaries. 
Since the war it has 


become in some sort a practical reality, and 
ils actual details of machinery and purpose have 
laken rank us the paramount political issue _of 
the time. It remains the dream of visionaries 
only to those whose mental equipment antedates 
the'\var. To millions of people in the United 
Slates, particularly to the younger generation of 
men and women," the war is the beginning.of 
almost everything that is important, instead of a 
regrettable accident. The events and lessons of 
the conflict form a medium in which are grown 
and which influences all of their ideas and con- 
victions. To these the United States as a nation 
with its face lo the wall, deliberately refusing to 
participate in decisions which vitally affect its 
welfare, is an inconceivable picture. 
The isola- 


tion of the. United Stales is as unreal to them as 
Hie suggestion of its active participation in Euro- 
pean affairs would have been to them- grandpar- 
ents in the days before the Great Eastern laid the 
first trans-Atlantic cable, and when ships still 
crossed the ocean by wind-power. 


We recently received a letter from a young 


bi Crosse man." a soldier in the world war who 
upon his discharge secured a position with an 
importing firm and was sent to China and'otner 
Far Eastern countries in their interests. Betore 
Hie war ho was just a normal American boy. in- 
terested in sports, rather disdainful of politics, 
and as a normal part of his university career a 
dabbler in the drama, socialism and verse. His 
horizon was almost completely localized when 
lie enlisted in 1917. Listen to him today:
